your late Ac for ordering eſtates of Delinquents : Prayeth to be protected from force, and that the Lord 
Howard way be left to his Legal courſe, to whom your Petitioner will appear gratis; orelſe that it will 
Pleaſe you to determine the Controverlie your {elys, to whoſe judgements your Petitioner ſhall ſabmit. 
And pray, &c. 


The Caſe betwixt the Earl of R uTLaxnv and the Lord Howard. 1s as 
followeth. 


I He Earl of Rutland was certainly Tenant in poſſeſſion of Wallingford Houſe , at the time of the Lord Ed- 

| ward Howards pretended Leaſe from the Committee of Advance. LESS. 

2 That the ſaid Leaſe to he Lord Howard , at 401. per arinum, with the abatemet of a fifth part for diſcovery, 

was upon pretence of his being a diſcoverer; though uncapable of a Leaſe, being a Member of the ſaid Committee. 

3 That the diſcovery, if any were, was before that time made by another perſon to the Comiſſroners of Sequeſtrations 

_ for Weſtminſter, to which it did properly appertain. En On 

4 That the Earl of Rutland , por ſuþpoſal of a Right ite the Lord Howard ; promiſed poſſeſſion of Wallingford 
Houſe ; But the aforeſaid. pretended Title of the Lord Howard , was afterwards anmiied by the Commilſroners 
for compounding , and waved by the Lord Howard himfelf; by his taking a New Leaſe to commence within his 

ormer pretended Term , and all this , before ſuch time as the ſaid Earl was to deliver him poſſeſſzor 5 whereby 

the Lord Howard's ſuppoſed Right was extini 5 and by conſequence , the Earl of Rutland's engagement of ren-

5 That before this new Leaſe of the Lerd Howards , ſrom the Commiſſioners for compounding , the Earl of Rutland 
had agreed with the Commiſſioners for Sequeſtrations , to continue inthe ſaid Wallingford Houſe , till _ day 
next, at the Rent of 1361. 135. 4.d. beſedes all Taxes and _— which is more then was yet offered y any 
other ( being alſo willing to give the ſame or a greater Rent , for the term of 7 years ) the ſaid Commiſſioners for 
ſequeſtrations having power by —_ , to continue the Tenants its poſſeſſion till Lady day next.

purſuant to the direFions ſet forth in your A of the 25 of January 1649 , it neither being let for the beit Rent 

free, nor upore any contra# made by the Commiſſuoners for Sequeſtrations.
